Despair, Bitterness 
Lot Of Average Pole 


In Parti

WARSAW, Dec. 27 — Despair 
and bitterness is the lot of the 
average Pole in the German-occu- 
pied areas of partitioned Poland, 

Still dazed by the swift events 
which cost his nation its independ- 
ence, he feels himself betrayed by 
his own government, exploited by 
his new overlord and endangered 
by a threatened westward-moving 
Communism. 

He does not even hope for a Ger- 
man defeat in the west because he 
fears a defeated Germany might 
withdraw from Poland and leave it 
open to Communism, 

Competent observers say the 
ruin of the country, starvation of 
masses of Poles and the sorry 
plight of homeless thousands, 
makes fertile soil for Commun- 
ism. 


The average Pole feels his former 


military leaders lulled him into a 
false feeling of security with pre- 
paredness that was largely bluff 
and that they overlooked the possi- 


bility of a Russian-German under- 
standing 
TOO LAZY TO STUDY 

Poles complain their erstwhile 
military leaders, fattening on com- 
fortable jobs, were too lazy to study 
modern warfare and still thought in 


terms of the guerrila fighting 
against the Russian invaders in 
1920. 


Their anti-espionage service, they 
say, apparently failed to keep from 
the Germans the locations of sec- 
ret polish airdromes so Nazi bomb- 
ers demolished them in the first 
days of the war. While Polish citl- 
zens of German extraction flocked 
to the German embassy with con-

BIG MINEFIELD | 
ONEAST COAST 


Field For Protection Of! 
Coastwise Shipping Is 
Admiralty Plan 


LONDON, Dec, 27.—A 500-mile- | 
long minefield blanketing the 
eastern coast from the Orkneys to 
the Straiis of Dover was an- 
nounced by the Admiralty today 
as an explosive-laden reply to 
German mine fields in the North 
Sea. 

The field, sewn 30 to 40 
miles wide, beginning about eight 
miles from shore, will protect coast- 
wise shipping. The admiralty said 
it Was planned as a reply to the 
automatic moored mine laid by 
Germany “without notice in the 
North Sea outside territorial waters 
off the British eoast.’ 


MAINTAIN THREE FIELDS | 
Since mid-September the Admir- 
ality has maintained three coastwise 
mine fields. One, 85 miles long and 
20 across, is off Flamborough Head 
Another is off the Thames estuary 
and-a third is in the Straits of 
Dover. A path in the new mine 
barrage will be maintained off the 
mouth of the Thames but ships 
bound for Secettish ports will be 
forded around the northern bor- 
der blanket, outside Moray Firth. 


A neutral naval attache said 
the “fleld should be a guarantee 
that Britain's coastal shipping will 
go unhampered, It also protects 
men-of-war in port for repairs 
and overhauling from the sub- 
marine menace.” ‘ 

The United States helped lay a 
similar mine field known as the 
“northern barrage” during the first 
arcat wer. British mine layers drop- 
ped 116,000 mines in this barrage in 
the Jast year of the war and United 
States ships laid 56,000. While the 
Admiralty failed to indicate the 
number ‘and type of mines to be 
sewn, naval sources estimate that 
more than 200,000 will be necessary 
for a field of this size

Hannibal in 218 BC, crossed the 
Alps by way of the Mount Genevre 
passes with his elephant cavalry 
and battled the Romans in the low-

PERMANENT FORTRESSES 

The Alps today are held on the 
French side by permanent fortresses 
and new concrete casements com- 
manding defiles, passes or valleys 
The French general staff feels that 
no enemy invader could pass these 
defenses.

Reich Takes Advantage Of 
Weakness Shown By 
Red Army

MOSCOW, Dec, 27.—Germany 


is taking advantage of the Russian 
armies’ difficulties in Finland to 


gain a number of concessions from 
the Soviet Union that would have 
been impossible if the Red Army's 
Prowess had lived up to advance 
Prediction, foreign observers said 
last night. 

Already German pressure has led 
to the departure from Moscow of Dr. 
Zdenek Fierlinger, former Czecho- 
Slovak minister to the Soviet Union, 
who refused to surrender his lega- 
tion when his nation disappeared 
into the Nazi Maw last March, these 
sources pointed out. 


GET RAIL CONCESSIONS 


The Soviet Union also has agreed 
to permit railway traffic between 
Russia and Germany through the 
Russian part of dismembered 
Poland at eight different points. 


In addition Moscow has agreed 
to retain the international gauge 
railway tracks on the Polish rail- 
ways for three years instead of 
substituting the narrow gauge 
lines used throughout Russia, Re-

Neutral Belgium May Be 
Source Of Supply For 


France Industry 

BRUSSELS, Dec. 27.—French 
steel mills, making shells and 
guns, soon may be operated with 
the indirect aid of the German 
coal industry. 

Even if not using coal actually 
mined in Germany they will be 
burning coal which Belgium is able 
to supply only because German coal 
is made available to the Belgian 
steel industry, it was indicated yes- 
terday. 

AGREEMENT ENDANGERED

crease coal shipments to Belgium 
would endanger Belgian ability to 
fulfill 4 pre-war iron-coal exchange 
arrangement with France.

Former U.S. Ambassador 
To Belgium To Handle 
War Problems 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 27—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt yesterday named 
Joseph A. Davies, United States 
Ambassador to Belgium, as a 
special ansistant to State Secre- 
tary Cordell Hull to handle war 
emergency problems and interna- 
tional trade questions, 

Davies will assume his new post 
on or abut Jan. 10. He is now in 
the United States, having been re- 
called to report to the president on 
the trade agreement negotiations 
with Belgium. 

Davies will retain the rank of} 
ambassador until a new envoy to 
Belgium is appointed and sworn in. 

The secretaw of state already has 
two special assistants—Lynn Ed- 
minster and Leo Pasvolsky—both 
experts in trade agreements. An of- 
ficial connected with the depart- 
ment expressed the belief that 
Davies might be used by Secretary 
Hull to lead one wing of the de- 
fending forces when the trade 
agreements are under attack in the 
next session of Congress. 

The “war emergency problems” 
mentioned in the announcement are 
now being handled by the special 
division of the state department 
created shortly after the outbreak 
of war.

Afterward

by the giving of gifts, the feeding of the 
hungry, the clothing of the needy, the 
filling of empty fuel bins, and numberless 
other acts of kindliness and benevolence. 
We resume now the ordinary weys of life. 

But has Christmas altogether gone? It 
is to be hoped not. For there is still need 
of the Christmas spirit, and will be in each 
of the days that are to come. Particular 
need of it in the days that lie just ahead. 
We are at mid-winter, when employment is 
at low ebb, and family expenses at the 
peak. It will not do to forget the poor, or 
assume that their troubles have been 
ended by the good cheer funds of the 
Christmastide. 

And in all the contacts of life there will 
be opportunity to exhibit the friendliness 
so universal in the recent days. Not only 
the opportunity for this, but a very real 
need of it. An even greater need than 
when on every hand words of good cheer 
and generous wishes were offered. Some- 
thing of the Christmas attitude should 
surely linger to brighten the drab days of 
the common round. The ultimate value of 
Christmas is not in the temporary enthusi- 
asm it arouses for fine living, but in the 
permanent influence it exerts upon the 
characters and the behaviour of men and 
women, 


The Northern Front 


Moscow got out a special communique 
on Saturday to explain that foreign critics 
were all wrong when they said the Red 
army was making a slow advance into 
Finland; it had really done pretty well. 
The effect was somewhat marred ‘because 
the communique met the army coming out 
faster than it went in. 

That the Finns can defend themselves 
indefinitely is hardly possible; the dispar- 
ity in numbers is too great. But they have 
shown that, given munitions and odds 
against them not more than three to one, 
the question would not be whether the Red 
army would take Finland but whether the 
Finns would take Leningrad. The odds 
will not of course be kept down to three 
to one, It will be made ten to one if neces- 
Sary. Stalin has plenty of men, and he 
doesn't have to answer to anybody if they 
get killed in thousands. 

Meanwhile if neutral countries, whose 
right to rule themselves is being defended 
at no expense to them by the Allies, would 
like to show an interest in the subject with- 
out going to war, they can do it—and also 
help the cause—by sending planes, guns, 
shells, rifles, food and clothing to the 
Finns, The more supplies Russia has to 
use up on that front, the less it can ship 
to Germany. And while its Red army has 
the Finland job on hand Moscow is not 
likely to go looking for trouble elsewhere. 

Replies from South American republics 
to the League note asking aid for the Finns 
seem to convey an impression that while 
moral support is plentiful there, not 
much can be looked for in the way of 
supplies and equipment. The Finns could 
get along with less figurative back- 
slapping and more grub and guns. 


What We Are Fighting For 


Pope Pius appropriately took occasion 
on Christmas day to state the broad prin- 
ciples which should prevail in interna- 
tional relationships, upon which a “just 
and honorable” peace can be framed— 
whenever Germany is prepared to do #0. 


It is hardly correct to say he launched a 
peace program, since definite proposals 
were not advanced, aud there is no present 
prospect such a program would be accept- 
ed if it were advanced. 

Summarized, the five “points” cited are: 

1. Guarantee every nation, large or 
small, the right to life and independence. 

2. Free the world from “the slavery of 
armaments.” 

3. Make effective international organ- 
izations created to solve the world’s prob- 
lems peacefully. 

4, Fulfill “the needs and just demands 
of nations, peoples and ethnical minor- 
ities.” 

5. Provide observance by statesmen 
and peoples of Christian principles. 

These are the things for which the 
Allies are fighting. Other than these they 
have nothing to gain as compensation for 
the cost in life and money and anxiety. 
Germany has nothing they want, and can- 
not by any process of duress be made to 
indemnify them for the outlay, to say 
nothing of the lives of their soldiers and 
sailors and airmen. So far as they are 
concerned, there is no material objective in 
the war. Security for themselves and all 
other nations is all the Allies seek, and all 
they can hope to get. 

Peace can be made on this basis when- 
ever Germany is willing to accept the con- 
ditions. That its present Government will 
accept them there is no prospect. If it 
professed to do so, its word could net be 
taken as of any value. Before there can be 
security, Hitler and his wrecking crew 
must go, and be replaced by men in whom 
confidence can be placed. 

The Pope did not say this. He only 
stated in’ the most general terms what 
must be the foundation of a “just and hon- 
orable’ peace. The condemnation of 
Naziism is the more complete on that 
account. Every principle he enunciated is 
denounced and defied by Nazi doctrine and 
practice. 


Well, one controversy is ended. It was 
a white Christmas, and nothing can be 
done about it. 


As they were certain to do, people in 
England went out of their way to make 
Canada’s soldiers there feel at home at 
Christmas. Their guests will not forget, 
nor will their friends and relatives in 
Canada.

There'll be no peace on earth and goodwill 
among men while Nazi philosophy has its 
advocates. In New York a few days ago a firm 
of cotton brokers applied to pay $8,572 into 
court. The money was owing the firm of Wil- 
liam Abeles and Co., cotton brokers in Vienna. 

Abeles and Company has been 
NAZIS AFTER in business since 1872. Its 
THE BOODLE partners are of the Jewish 

faith, so following the seizure 
of Austria by the Nazis the Nazis seized also all 
Jewish firms, including William Abeles and Co. 
One of the partners was sent to a concentration 
camp and paid $34,000 ransom to procure his 
release. The Nazi liquidator entered claim on 
the New York firm for payment of the $8,572. 
The ransomed partner who had made his way 
to America claimed it also. So the debtox firm 
applied for permission to pay it into court. 

Supreme Court Justice Collins who heard 
the case expressed himself quite freely on the 
immorality of the Nazi thugs in trying to get 
the Vienna firm's money by a claim devoid of 
foundation in fact or civilized law. He intimated 
that the money will be paid to the despoiled 
member of the firm upon application. Strange 
things are done nowadays in the name of 
“philosophy.”

The episode came to mind on noting that 
Spencer Penrose, brother of the late U.S. 
Senator Boies Penrose had died of a throat 
ailment at 74. I recall his tall, robust figure in 
the lobby of the Broadmoor Hotel at Colorado 
Springs. He not only built the hotel but he 

bought Cheyenne Mountain 
HIS HELP WAS which rises for over 9,000 
REPAID IN FULL fect from the hotel door. An 

elephant carried the kiddies 
twelve at a time up the hill. When the elephant 
showed signs of wear he built a $500,000 
switchback automobile road up the granite face 
of the mountain. 

The best of the stories I can recall about 
Spencer Penrose, was of his brotherly affection. 
He was four years out of Harvard with a B.A. 
to his name when he turned his back on bank- 
ing in Philadelphia and went West in search of 
adventure and gold. Some of the bearded youth 
in Poverty Gulch who had failed, nick-named 
him “Spec.” Some tried to drink him down and 
others to knock him down, All failed. 

When gold was found on Cripple Creek, 
“Spec” was too late to file on it, but with bor- 
rowed money he bought a claim which he 
called “The Cash and Delivery.” He sank a 
shaft, hit gold on top of the vein and sold out 
for $300,000. He returned to Philadelphia long 
enough to lay $75,000 in gold coin on the desk 
of his brother Boies, in acknowledgement of 
living expenses sent to “the kid out West.” 

Luck seemed to follow Spencer Penrose all 
his days—though he lost a bet of $175,000 that 
Hughes would be elected President in 1916. 
A close friend of the late Will Rogers he had 
the “Will Rogers Shrine of the Sun” carved on 
Cheyenne Mountain in remembrance of his 
friend. 


On This Date

Seventy years ago today (December 27, 1869) 
Don2ld A. Smith arrived at Fort Garry as a 
special envoy of the dominion government, com- 
missioned by Sir John Macdonald himself, to 
negotiate with Louis Riel, who had raised the 
standard of revolt and had been in possession of 
Fort Garry from November 13. Mr. Smith (later 
Sir Donald and Baron Strathcona and Mount 
Royal) had travelled from Ottawa via Toronto, 
Chicago and St. Paul by rail and then by sleigh 
over 600 miles of snow-covered prairie in tem- 
peratures well below zero, Some of his com- 
panions were staggered by the cold but the man 
who had as a boy braved the bitter winds of the 
Labrador coast found the western cold not s0 
bad. Perhaps he was the originator of the say- 
ing of the westerner: “You don’t feel our cold, 
because it is drier than yours down east!” 

When Donald A. arrived at Fort Garry he 
found a situation filled with dynamite. Not only 
were the Metis in revolt because they feared 
they would lose their lands and be swamped by 
immigrants from Canada, but the officials and 
servants of the Hudson's Bay Company were 
angry because they thought they had been sold 
out to Canada by the governors of the company 
in London. In addition, Ottawa had bungled 
the whole transaction of the transfer from the 
company to Canada. Mr. Smith knew all] these 
things. It was for him to pull Canada’s chest- 
nuts from the fire and then extinguish the blaze. 
Eventually he evolved a plan of compromise, 
which might have come to fruition but for out- 
side interference. Finally, Canada had to send a 
military expedition to “relieve” Fort Garry, but 
when it arrived the following summer Rie] fled, 
and in due course the province of Manitoba was 
created, much along the lines of compromise 
suggested by Donald A. Smith. More of his acti- 
vities in Assiniboia in 1869-70 will be told of in 
mid-January next.

Italy’s Policy 

Although the much-heralded speech of 
Count Ciano, the Italian Foreign Minister, be- 
fore the Chamber of Fasces and Guilds in 
Rome on Saturday was largely a defence ‘of 
Germany, of everything that Germany has done 
in the last few years, and of Italy’s attitude 
towards Germany, nobody reading carefully 
between the lines of that speech can escape one 
conciusion. It is that, as far as Italy is con- 
cerned, the Germans will have to fight their 
battle alone against Great Britain and France 
and find a solution“for their present problems 
without the aid of Italy. Count Ciano of course 
felt he had to brand some culprit for the present 
war, and as Italy must go through the motions 
of carrying on what remains of the axis policy, 
Great Britain and France must be held up to 
the Italians as the culprit. There would have 
been no war, he said, had they been willing to 
allow Germany to take Danzig; which is quite 
true. Peace was possible at all times—on Hitler's 
own terms. 

While the Italian Foreign Minister acknowl- 
edges that Hitler's pact with Stalin exceeded 
everything that Italy had expected, he ends 
what hopes may have been indulged of the 
f@rmation of a Balkan bloc under Italian Jeader- 
Ship in the event of a Russian invasion of the 
Balkans. He said he did not consider the con- 
Stitution of a bloc of any kind could be useful 
to the high aim of hastening the establishment 
of peace. However, “Italy would view with 
profound sympathy any manifestation of a desire 
of the Balkan people to solve their problems 
amicably and is ready to give her advice and 
aid toward that end.’ Clearly Italy wants, and 
intends, to remain neutral and, failing that, 
make herself strong enough to defend her 
frontiers or play a decisive role when the mo- 
ment comes. Her watchword is “construct,” 
according to Count Ciano’s latest utterance, 
Showing a trend away from Germany, she is 
looking out for herself—Italy for the Italians.— 
Montreal Gazette.

. +. Of the private conflicts of Capt. Langs- 
dorff we know nothing. Inevitably, however, 
the world will set this scene in the hotel room 
beside another, in the cold and storm-swept 
reaches of the North Atlantic, when Capt. Ed- 
ward Kennedy of the converted merchantman 
Rawalpindi saw the Graf Spee’s sister ship 
looming out of the mists. 

“It's the Deutschland, all right, Capt. 
Kennedy observed; and with far longer odds 
against him than the Graf Spee could have 
faced, he ordered his crew to action stations. 
The usual warning shot invited him to sur- 
render, but the Rawalpindi did not strike her 
colors. One quotes from the official account: 

The first salvo was fired by the 1l-inch 

guns of the Deutschland a little after 3:45 o.m, 
The Rawalpindi replied with all her four star- 
board six-inch guns. The third salvo from 
the Deutschland put out all the lights and 
broke the electric winches of the ammunition 
supply. The fourth salvo shot away the whole 
of the bridge and wireless room. ... The 
Rawalpindi maintained action until (after 
about 30 minutes) every gun had been put out 
of action and the whole ship was ablaze ¢xcept 
for the forecastle and the poop. 

Some 30 people ultimately got off in what 
was left of the boats, but when the blazing hulk 
at last turned turtle and went down she took 
the bulk of her crew with her. Capt. Kennedy 
is buried in the North Atlantic—New York 
Herald Tribune.

Verily, 
the Kremlin must be rocking to its foundations.

A large number of muscular aches | 
and pains which are commonly | 
called muscular rheumatism are 
classed by the doctor as fibrositis. | 
This disease refers to an inflamma- 
tion of the fibrous tissue between | 
the muscle bundles and may affect 
many parts of the body, being es- , 
sentially the same regardless of | 
which area is involved, | 

Muscular rheumatism is found 
more often among men than among 
women. It often follows unaccus- | 
tomed exercise or ex°rtion and the | 
soreness following over-exercise is | 
only a mild form of fibrositis, In | 
those who are prone to attacks of | 
this nature, distress may folloy exe 
posure to cold or dampness. Occa- | 
sionally, as in the case of a sacro- | 
iliac injury, the discomfort de- 
velops after a wrench or strain and 
in such cases, the injury may act 
as an exciting cause, 

However, the main cause of mus- 
cular pain whether called rheu- 
matism, lumbago, wry-neck, or! 
sciatic rheumatism i the same basic 
toxemia responsible for arthritis. | 
All of the large family of rheumatic | 
disorders grow out of the same soil. 
The chief cause is a constitutional 
cause, or @ systemic cause, arising 
out of a particular kind of self- 
poisoning, and this must be removed 
if we are to clear up the secondary 
changes responsible for the local 
disturbances seen in the painful 
muscles or joints 

This self-poisoning may be aris- 
ing in the intestines, and is often 
accompanied by an excessive fer-| 
mentation of starchy foods. 

The relief of muscular rheuma- 
tism depends upor cléaring up the | 
systemic toxemia present, together 
with any necessary loca] treatment 
of focal infections. I have yet to 
find any treatment superior to the 
fasting method for muscular rheum- | 
atism as the fast will prove to be 
the means of obtaining the quickest | 
possible results. During the fasting | 
regimen the blood stream cleanses | 
itself of those toxic materials which | 
are irritating the muscles or Joints | 
and in the average case, all sore- | 
ness will disappear within two or 
three days afley the fast is started.

The claim states that the plaintiff suffered a chipped ankle bone in 
the first minutes of the game and asked to be taken out. This coach 
refused to do so, The plaintiff continued trying to play, but soon collapsed | 
Gn the floor and had to be carried off. Softening of the bone set in and | | 
the boy is now permanently crippled. 


The decision handed down in this case will make some mighty | 
important sport law and will be watched closely by athletes, schools, 
coaches and colleges from coast to coast, 


If the court awards damages and the award is not washed out by a 
higher court, then there is likely to be a flood of similar damage actions 
started, There must be thousands of men in the United States and 
Canada who carry some permanent injury as a result of school Sports. 
A good number of such troubles can be traced back to ignorant coaches 
while a much greater percentage is the result of inadequate equipment 
for the protection of the athlete. To say that there are hundreds of these 
injured persons who would be glad to pick up damages in four or five 
figures is being conservative. 


The particular plaintiff mentioned above did not start action for 
damages until he became of age. However men who were injured 
10 or 15 years ago might justify suit now by saying they were hoping 
that the injury might eventually be cured. 

But whether the chipped bone victim recovers any money out ot | 
the deal or not, the case should be taken as a warning that schools and | 
colleges are leaving themselves open to trouble if they do not make 
certain that they have the right sort of men doing their coaching. There 
&re literally hundreds of institutions that gladly turn over coaching work 
to any gent that comes asking for it. They are forgetting that a, cheap 
coach may cost players life-time injuries and perhaps lay the school or 
college Open to damages that would hire two good coaches in place of | 
one cheap one. | 

The better coaches take no chances when a player complains of an 
injury. They pull him out of the game at once and have him checked | 
over by a capable doctor. However there are still a good number of | 
coaches who stress the iron-man stuff too much and who are prone to | 
make their own decisions on any injury—decisions which they are in 
no way qualified to make, |
